In order to answer " Citizen No. 2,'
we have taken the trouble to call o'a
the Postmaster and exaruiue the law
which wc fmd reads as follows t

This is doubtless the section Cit-
izen No. S- - refers to; but there is
also another section which reads as
follows :

Sec. 410. jfails at first-clos- s post,
oflices are to be closed not more thanone hour, and at all other ofilces notmore than half nn hour, before theschedule time of departure of trainsunless such departure is between thehours of 9 p. m. and 5 a. m., whenthey can be closed at 9 p. m. Thelostofuca at Xew York City is

from the requirements of this
section.

This section nf the law definitely
settles the time for closing the, mails
at this office. It reads, " Unless such
departure is between the hours of 9
p. m. and 5 a. in ," which is the case
at this office.

Our nails at this ofllso all arrive at
night or late in the afternoon, and are
distributed so that any one may get
his mail early the following morning;
then he has the entire day in which
to answer his correspondence. It
would therefore seem that this would
afford ample time for all to attend to
their correspondence during the day,
and mail it before or by 9 o'clock in
the evening.
